(was organized four years ago, with its 
| object to secure more uniform ami 
•equitable prices for farm products. It 
is proposed to have 
an 
unlimited 
; membership and to hold up crops un­ 
til the demand shall produce an equit­ 
able price. 
A committee is appointed 
'annually to fix uniform prices, not ex­ 
orbitant. bm equitable. 
Capt. Arnold says that when the so­ 
ciety was first organized a mistaken 
: idea was gained, that the organization 
was a “ farmers’ trust.” 
The idea of 
i the organization is merely to protect 
I 
• 
* , 
, 
the farmer against losses b y tnictua- 
itions of the market, and from over­ 
supply. 
It is estimated there are between 
6.000.000 and 9,000.000 farmers in the 
country. 
More than 150,000 of these 
already belong to the society, which 
has organizations in the localities, the 
towns, the counties and state and na* 
; tional organizations. 
At the St. Louis 


national convention 500 delegates rep­ 
resented 150.000 members in twenty- 
eight states. 
It is the belief of the 
members that when a membership of 
1.000.000 is secured, which it would 
seem will be soon, the society will be 
able to control the market to a suffi­ 
cient extent to secure equitable and 
well balanced prices for their prod­ 
ucts. 
The membership is unlimited 
and the cost of joinng the society is 
$1 a year. 
Contrary to most organi­ 
zations the Society of Equity does 
not seek to cotnrol the products or 
prices on products of others than its 
members. 
And the good 
resulting 
from its work will operate to the ad* 
vantage of non-members as well as 
members, though of course in a large 
membership will depend its success. 
The society is already well organ 
ized in Wisconsin. Kentucky and I l li­ 


n o i s also have very strong organiza­ 
tions. 
In Kentucky, for instance, one 
of the chief products is tobacco. There 
tile price had been forced by the to 
bacco trust to 3 Va cents. The work o 
the society in its short existence has 
raised this price to 12 cents. 
Captain Arnold went to the conven­ 
tion last Monday, returning 
today, 
and reports a most successful session. 
there being more progress made at 
this time, than in the entire lie of the 
organization heretoofre.

Trees of Mythology 


O- 
-------------------------------------------------------o 


The story of ancient tree worship, at 
it has come down to us through tho 
centuries, gives an account of many 
wonderful trees an account that is pre­ 
served to this day iii the religions of 
the world. Iii the very beginning \v» 
find paradise as a sacred grove, creat­ 
ed by (ani for man. In it wandered the 
first beings, with tile spirit of their 
Maker, but it was left to the tree of 
knowledge to impart wisdom to them. 
The ancient Egyptians and Assyrians 
represent trees of knowledge and life 
In their paintings aud their sculptures. 
In some cases they typify the whole 
universe, but more frequently they are 
represented as attaining the fruit of 
knowledge and of perpetual life, re­ 
served for tile votaries of the gods, to 
give them immortality in tile future 
state. 
Thus, 1500 years B. CY, was 
carved an Egyptian tablet bearing a 
date palm, from Hie top of which ex­ 
tended two arms, one offering to the 
deceased a tray of dates, the other tile 
water of eternal life. Eastern litera­ 
ture is full of stories of the date palm, 
under the shade of which gods and 
men talked together. 
In India trees are protected by reli­ 
gious injunctions, and some particular 
trees art* identified with certain of 
their gods as individuals. 
The tree 
Rarvaset, or tree of knowledge, for ex­ 
ample, is held sacred, because it is l>e- 
lieved that the god Vishnu was born 
under its branches. 
Tile most famous of the mythological 
ti “es is Ygjirasil, the asli tree of Bio 
Scandinavians, which represented uni­ 
versal life. It was supposed to have 
sprung from the body of the giant 
Yiulr, who was slain by Odin and his 
two brothers. It had three roots, one 
reaching to the abode of the gwls, 
where it was guarded by the three 
Noms, or fates; 4>ne to the abode of tile 
giants, and the third to the regions of 
darkness. A spring was beside each 
root to nourish it, and so the tree never 
died. Across the branches, which rep­ 
resented the world, ran four harts; the 
harts 
represented 
the 
winds 
aud 
brought the seasons. 
The apple tree, which is supposed to 
have been the tree of knowledge, is 
mentioned in the mythology of the 
Greeks, of the Scandinavians aud of 
the Druids. 
The golden fruit of the 
Ilesperides were apples. In the Eddas 
the apples of immortality, reserved for 
the gods, are guarded by the goddess 
Iduna. On their safe keeping depend­ 
ed the welfare of gods and men. 
One queer legend at>out the apple tree 
of .Eden. is that it was grafted on au 


ash. 
This story is suggested to stu­ 
dents by the name Midgard, “middle 
garden” or “middle region,” where the 
ash Ygdrasil grew. 
It is said that ser­ 
pents will pass through fire rather than 
touch even the leaf of an ash tree.

East, an English paper maker, acci­ 
dentally let a blue bag fall into one of 
the vats of pulp. The workmen were 
astonished when they saw the peculiar 
color of tile paper, and East stored tile 
paper at his works, considering it use­ 
less. 
Four j-ears after he sent it to Lon­ 
don. with instructions to sell it for 
what it was worth. 
People bought it 
as a novelty, and Mr. East realized on 
it a fancy price. 
The art of mezzotinting was sug­ 
gested by the simple accident of the 
gun barrel of a weapon in the hands of 
a sentry becoming rusty with dew. 
The process of whitening sugar was 
discovered in a curious way. 
A hen 
had gone through a clay puddle with 
her muddy feet into a sugar house, 
leaving her tracks on a pi I** of sugar. 
It was noticed that wherever her 
tracks were the sugar whitened. 
Ex­ 
periments were instituted, and the re­ 
sult was that wet clay came to be used 
in refining sugar.
